—ll took bul one ballot to-day lo end 
the senatorship struggle. On that bal­ 
lot Moore and 
Cockrell, the aliiinoe 
members transferred their vote to Pal­ 
mer and the general was formally named 
as United States senator from Illinois. 
The greatest excitement followed the 
announcement of the vote. 
Democrats 
hugged one another, howled and jumped 
in the air with all 
the enthusiasm o* 
school boys. 
To-day’s 
action 
was 
ins 
result 
of 
the aotion 
taken by Cockrell 
and Moore Tuesday evening in formally 
renouncing Mr. Streeter and declaring 
their intention 
of 
voting for Gen. 
Palmer to-day. At a conference last­ 
ing nearly the whole afternoon Cock­ 
rell and Moore prepared the following 
public address, which they have sub­ 
mitted for publication: 
“To the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit association 
of the state of Illinois: We, your representa­ 
tives, at the beginning of the session of the 
general assembly of Illinois, in accordance with 
the desire of our constituents and of our order 
throughout the state, resolved to make an 
honest, 
manly 
and 
earnest 
effort 
to 
elect to the United States senate a man 
who would truly repreeent the principles and 
declarations of the great Independent Industrial 
movement which has grown up In the land In 
the last few years. 
In accordance with this 
policy we considered the names of several of 
the men who stand high in the Independent or­ 
ganizations and finally selected A. J. Streeter 
as the man who, as we thought, more fully rep­ 
resented the Independent movement than any 
other man. 
“We have stood here eight weeks making an 
earnest effort to elect the man of our choioe to 
the United States senate. We have refused 
to make any concessions of principles to 
either 
of the 
old 
pctfitical 
parties. 
We 
had a hope, not unreasonable, but natural, 
that 
any 
help 
from 
either of the 
old 
parties would 
come 
from the 
republican 
party, which, like ourselves, was In the minor­ 
ity in this general assembly and in the state 
of Illinois. We have in view of this from time 
to time met with the representatives of the 
Republican party and afforded them every 
opportunity of electing to the U nited States 
senate a true representative of our prin­ 
ciples.

Although defeated 
s t the polls by

them at a disadvantage throughout the state 
snd nation. Professing to desire to acquiesce 
In the election of an independent they have 
negotiated with us and manifested an inclina­ 
tion to support Mr. Streeter; but, instead of 
acting upon this hypothesis, they have ad­ 
journed from time to time and prolonged the 
eontest, and- 
finally, ignoring 
our declar­ 
ations 
that

must be an independent, they have, little 
by little, sought and obtained from our nominee 
such concessions and promises as would, lf car­ 
ried out, entirely unfit him from conscientious­ 
ly representing the principles of the inde­ 
pendent organization. 
W eek after week has 
passed without any satisfactory result; and 
finally we, with the people of the state of Illi­ 
nois, have wearied of this contest and de­ 
termined that it is due to our constituents and 
to the taxpayers of the state that this sena­ 
torial fight should be brought to a close. 
“Finding it absolutely impossible to elect an

Palmer and the principle of electing a United 
States senator by the direct vote of the people 
—a principle which our organizations fully and 
earnestly indorse. By a plurality of 30.000 the 
electors of Illinois have shown the preferenoe 
ter this candidate, John M. Palmer. 
“Becoming satisfied that we cannot elect a 
man who would fully represent our people, we 
have called on Mr. Palmer In the interest of 
ear people to ascertain what assurances and 
hopes he would give us In regard to his future 
efficial action affecting such legislation as our 
people demand. This interview, we must say, 
Was satisfactory even beyond our expectations. 
“Gen. Palmer has earned our admiration in 
his manly way of conducting his fight this win­ 
ter, In refusing to allow any corrupt influence 
to be used in his behalf to secure his election. 
B e has said all the time that he did not intend 
or want to go to the United btates senate in 
that way, even telling us that he did not pro­ 
pose to go to hell by way of the United States 
senate.* While he does not fully represent us, 
he has forced us to believe that he is an honest 
man. 
“W hile this has been a prolonged contest we 
feel that the effect bas been good; that it has 
forced the politicians to admit that there Is 
something wrong. And we believe that the at. 
taction of the m asses has been drawn to the 
tatter and the result to follow must be 
good and beneficial. 
From what we have 
seen here we are more firmly convinced than 
over that the future prosperity and hap­ 
piness of this country depend on the suc- 
ssss snd growth of an independent party.

B o s to n , March ll.—Dudley Hall & 
Co. have assigned. 
The firm has for 
many years carried on an extensive tea 
importing business. 
The liabilities of 
the firm itself are rising 8400,000. The 
firm’s assets consist largely of equities 
in real estate, which have been con­ 
veyed by the senior member as collat­ 
eral security for the firm’s debts. The 
firm was the second largest tea house 
in the United States, doing a business 
of 81,000,000 a year. 


Suffering In Ireland. 


L o n d o n , March ll.—The Irish local 
government board reports that the po­ 
tato crop has failed in nearly half of 
Ireland, but that other crops equal the 
average. 
Potatoes have not been so 
scarce in thirty years, and it is feared 
the pressure for relief will soon become 
more general. 
The situation is aggra­ 
vated by the refusal of tradesmen to 
grant the usual credits to farm ers in 
the stricken districts. 


STILL SNOWING. 
L o n d o n . March ll.—Snow hasbeen 
falling in London the whole night and 
the storm has taken a fresh start, but 
in a milder form, in the north of En­ 
gland and in Scotland. 
In the south­ 
w est of England a gale has been blow­ 
ing 
intermittingly 
during the last 
twenty-four hours. Business at Bristol 
is suspended. 
Trains are snowed up 
in 
all 
directions. 
The 
duke 
of 
Edinburg, who was going to Daven­ 
port to resume his naval duties, was 
unable to travel beyond Taunton. All 
the continental mail boats were sev­ 
eral hours late. 
A Norwegian bark 
took fire in the channel while trying to 
give signals of distress and was de­ 
stroyed. 
There are 2,200 colliers in the 
Rhondda idle in consequence of the 
storm. 
The railroads of Kent and Sussex are 
completely blockaded; the neighboring 
country is deep with snow*. The hurri­ 
cane which accompanied the snowstorm 
piled snow drifts on all sides, stopping 
all traffic upon the railway lines and 
upon the country roads. Two trains 
full of passengers in the Midlands were 
snowed up Monday night, and the 
passengers were not rescued until morn­ 
ing. 
The rescued people suffered terri­ 
bly from cold during the night, owing 
to the unheated condition of the cars. A 
train on the North Kent railroad, bound 
for this city, \v a | snowed up Monday 
‘ night and still remains in the railroad 
cutting, where it was stopped by a 
drift. A number of engines have been 
sent to the scene, but they have been 
unable, as yet, to move the blockaded 
train from the cutting. 
The Sheer­ 
ness mail 
car 
cannot 
be 
found. 
It has been lost somewhere along the 
line of railroad between this city and 
Sheerness. 
A search party sent out 
after the missing car rescued the en­ 
gineer of the lost engine. 
He was 
found half frozen in a snow drift. Two 
clergymen were snowed up in a car­ 
riage on the Favorshaw road Monday 
night and were rescued with difficulty 
after having suffered terribly. 
Reports from the provinces 
show 
th at the blizzard prevailed from St. 
George’s channel to the North sea. Ona 
of the effects of the severe storm has 
been the stoppage of the South Wales 
iron works. 
All road traffic is stopped 
and 
the 
trains 
there 
are 
de­ 
layed. 
In 
Somersetshire, 
Dorset­ 
shire, 
Hampshire 
and 
Gloucester­ 
shire, there are snow drifts everywhere 
many feet deep, rendering field work 
impossible. 
In these counties the mail 
service has been conqaletely stopped, 
and the farmers suffer immense loss 
among the cattle and sheep flocks with 
which their farms are stocked. 
Taken altogether, the storm has not 
been equaled in severity for a decade, 
not excepting the terrible weather ex­ 
perienced during the latter part of 1890. 
Another instance of a snow-blocked 
train is upon a road familiar to Ameri­ 
cans who cross the channel from the con­ 
tinent. 
The train 
which 
left the 
Charing Cross station at omidnight for 
Folkestone was caught in a huge snow 
drift outside of Folkestone. 
The pas­ 
sengers were not rescued until 8 o'clock 
when many of them were half frozen. 
In addition to the damage done by 
the storm itself the Thames has com­ 
menced to rise in a dangerous manner, 
and already inundates the low lying 
districts bordering on that river from 
Richmond down. The green grocers 
of 
this 
city 
and 
elsewhere 
are 
naturally 
suffering 
from 
a 
dearth of vegetables, etc. All the wag­ 
ons coming 
from the country and 
bound in the ea.se of London, for Co­ 
vent Garden market, have been snowed 
up along the roads leading into the 
metropolis, and a scarceness aud rise 
in price of such provisions may tx* 
looked for during the next day or so. 
The towns iii the Channel islands 
have also been cut off by the snow from 
all communication with each other. At 
Lydd, a small seaport town of Kent, 
while the coast- guard lifeboat was going 
to the rescue of the crew of an endan­ 
gered vessel, the lifeboat capsized and 
several of its gallant occupants were 
drowned. 
Near Hastings five fishing 
smacks have been wrecked. 
Three 
fishermen were drowned. 
A dispatch from Harwichfbrings the 
information that the yacht Sapphire, 
owned by Mr. MacLarr, of Glasgow, 
has been driven ashore there during the 
gale. Mr. MacLarr, the dispatch adds, 
was washed overboard and drowned. 
Added to the list of lives already 
known to have been lost is that of a 
man who was found frozen to death 
near Dorking, in Surrey.

L o n d o n , March l l .—Information has 
reached Kharkov th at the town of 
Taganrog, on the Sea of Azov, hasbeen 
completely buried in snow for three 
weeks. Ten thousand workmen were 
immediately dispatched to the scene by 
the government with orders to work 
day and night opening the roads and a 
large relief party has been organized to 
carry food to the starving people.

GEN. DANIEL K. SICKLES. 
Daniel E. Sickles was born in the 
city of New York in 1822. He studied 
law, and was elected to congress by the 
Democrats in 1856.

In 1860 he was re­ 
turned to congress. When the war broke 
out he entered the Federal service. July 
2 ,1868, he lost a leg at Gettysburg. He 
was made commander of the Second 
military district, comprising North and 
South Carolina, but was removed in 
1867.

cars; to provide for the em ploym ent of

habitants; 
m aking appropriation for a 
training-school building in connection 
w ith the Norm al university at Normal. 
The elections com m ittee’s bill provid­ 
ing for the election of the railroad and 
warehouse com m issioners by a direct 
vote of the people w as taken up and 
read a third time. 
It w as about to be 
placed upon its passage w hen the hour 
for going into joint session arrived and 
the bill w ent over. 
A fter the joint 
session the house adjourned.

Lord Salisbury then deals at great length 
with the latter claim, and, after quoting many 
authorities to show that the Behring sea is and 
always has been regarded as an integral part of 
the Pacific ocean, he continues: “In regard to 
the questions as they are proposed by Mr. 
Blaine. I should say that as to the first and sec­ 
ond no objeciion will be oflered by her majes­ 
ty’s government. They are as follows: 
“1. W hat exclusive jurisdiction in the sos 
known as Behring sea and what exclusive 
rights in the seal fisheries therein did Russia 
assert land exert prior and up to the time of 
tho cession of Alaska to the United States? 
‘■2. How far were these claims of jurisdiction 
as to the seal fisheries recognized and conceded 
by Great Britain? 
“3. Was tho body of water now known as 
Behring s^a included in the phrase ’Pacific 
ocean, as used in the treaty of 1825 between 
Great Britain and Russia, and what rights 
(if any) in the Behring sea were given or con­ 
ceded to Great Britain by the said treaty? 
“Her majesty’s government wuuld have no 
objection to referring to arbitration the first 
part of that question lf it should be thought 
desirable to do so, but they would give that 
consent with ihe reservation that they do not 
admit that the decision cf it can conclude the 
larger question tho arbitrator would have to 
determine. To the latter part of No. 3 it would 
be their duty to take exception. 
‘W hat rights, if any, in the Behring sea 
were given or conceded to Great Britain by the 
•aid treaty? Great Britain has never suggested 
that any rights were given to her or conceded 
to her by the said treaty. All 
that 
was 
done 
was 
done 
to 
recognize 
her 
natural right of free navigation and fishing 
in that as all other parts of the 
Pacific 
ocean. Russia did not give these rights to 
Great Britain, because they were never hers to 
give away. 
“Did not all tho rights of Russia as to juris­ 
diction and as to tho seal fisheries in Behring 
sea. east of the water boundary, in the treaty 
between the United States and Russia of 
March 30,1867, pass unimpaired to the United 
States under that treaty? 
“The fourth question is hardly worth refer 
ring to an arbitrator, as Great Britain would be 
prepared to accept it without dispute. 
“The first clause of the fifth proposition, 
What are now the rights of the United States 
as to our fur-seal fisheries in the waters of the 
Behring sea outside of the ordinary territorial 
limits?’ is a question which would be very prop 
erly referred to tho decision of an arbitrator. 
But the subsequent clause, which assumes that 
such rights could have grown out of the owner­ 
ship of the breeding islands and the habits of 
the seals in resorting thereto, involves an as 
sumption as to the prescriptions of internation­ 
al law at the present time to which her maj­ 
esty’s government is not prepared to accede. 
“The sixth question (relating to the estab­ 
lishment of a closed period in seal fishing). 
Which deals with the issue that will arise in 
case the controversy should be decided in favor 
of Great Britain, would perhaps more fitly 
form the 
substance of 
a separate refer­ 
ence. 
Her majesty’s government have no 
objection 
to 
refer 
the 
general 
ques­ 
tion of 
a 
close 
time 
to 
arbitration or 
to ascertain by that means how far the enact­ 
ment of such a provision ta necessary for 
the preservation of the seal species; but any 
such reference ought not to contain words ap­ 
pearing to attribute special and abnormal 
rights in the m atter to the United States. 
‘There is an omission in these questions 
which I have no doubt the government of the 
president will be very glad to repair, and that 
is the reference to the arbitrator of the ques­ 
tion what damages are due to the persons who 
have been injured, in case it shall be deter 
mined by him that the action of the United 
States in seizing British vessels has been with­ 
out warrant in international law. 
“Subject to these reservations, her majesty’s 
government will have great satisfaction in 
joining with the government of the United 
States in seeking by means of arbitration an 
adjustment of the international questions which 
have so long formed a m atter of controversy 
between the two governments,”

A N ew S ew er P ip e C o n stru c to r. 
A sewer pipe machine is the latest 
to claim public attention as a Minne­ 
apolis invention, and the owners of tile 
patents are confident that they will 
revolutionize sewer pipe making by its 
use. 
The invention is of a good deal 
of importance, as at present all of the f 
sewer pipe used in the country is made 
by hand, and this method is so expen­ 
sive that it has been impossible to 
make the pipe in sufficient quantities 
to supply the demand. 
A great deal 
of brick has been used in sewer con­ 
struction in consequence. By the pres­ 
ent method of hand manufacture, two 
men can only get out fifteen lengths of 
pipe a day, while the new machine, 
with two men to operate it, can make 
IOO lengths. 
The pipe is made of a composition of 
cement and sand. 
By the hand meth­ 
od a fifteen pound tamp was used in 
pounding the composition after it had 
been placed in the mold. 
This made a 
very weak pipe, as the weight was not 
sufficient to pack the material until it 
became firm. 
In the machine a 300 
pound hammer is used to force the 
mixture into shape in one motion, and 
this makes a pipe that will stand a 
weight of 75,000 pounds without break­ 
ing, and such a weight is never placed 
on it.—New York Telegram.

5TWAS A NARROW E S C A P E . 


A Night When All Hope of Safety Centered 
On » Length or New Hope—Janesville 


Man’s Experience in a Treacherous 
Storm on The Gulf of Mexico.

Fred J . Bailey, who is now sojourning 
in Florida iud a narrow escape from a 
watery grave while on a hunting and 
fishing trip- The details of the narrow 
escape as written by himee’f will prove 
interesting. 
He sayt: 
‘•It was ou this Thursday afternoon 
that we 6o ccsrly lost our lives, while 
sailing in a small sloop, We had passed 
the Captans sod De Costa islands and 
had yet to oross a body of water over 
twenty miles wide and protected from 
the gulf only by a narrow strip of tim­ 
bers. 
We debated some time before 
striking out across, but our skipper was 
the most reliable fellow on these waters 
and he said there was no danger as long 
as the wind bt l l where it was. 
He only 
feared a ‘norther.’ We retfed both jib 
and mainsail and let the peak down be­ 
fore stilting so as to have as light sail as 
possible. 
“This precaution was ail that saved 
our liver. 
“ We hid not codo five miles on this 
opec bay before there came a lull, lasting 
about five minutes. 
Then the wind 
changed to the north and came down up­ 
on us m a pet feet fury. 
There was 
only three things to be done. We could 
keep right on with the boat headed as 
near the wind as possible or else turn 
tail and run before it—with a surety of 
wrecking the vessel and probably losing 
our lives. The third was to oast out both 
anchors and trust that the cables would 
bold us. We had twenty miles of dear 
water before us and we decided to keep 
the boat beaded to the wind. The waves 
kept piling higher and higher; ten, then 
twelve and then fifteen feet high, sweep­ 
ing the sloop, which was only built for 
inland water, from stern to stem. 
“The first mighty wave that oame in 
swept the deck clear of everything mov­ 
able. Nets, poles, oars, ropes, axe, my 
rod and reel and everything loose dis 
appeared from view. We were soaked to 
the skin. At every dash the seas broke 
over us, and to add to the horror of the 
eitua'.ion, three of our party became vio­ 
lently seasick. 
“ After running as far as possible un* 
der that tack we were confronted with a 
new d’ffioulty. Directly ahead and only 
a mile distant we could see the wates 
breaking over an oyster bar. 
“ Now something must be done. 
To 
run upon the bar was sure death; and to 
make things worse we had only thirty 
minutes more of daylight. 
We were 
driving along at a race horse speed, and 
aa sailing iu the sea after dark meant 
anre destruction; we decided to try the 
anchors. I tell you. I now folly realize 
why the anchor is used es an emblem of 
hope. 
Oar only hope was in the an­ 
chor, We threw them overboard and 
bey both held with the boat’s head 
square to the wiad. The rope was new, 
but such plunging I never want to see 
again. It seemed as if the little vessel 
must be pulled to pieces, but she rode 
those waves until 12 o’clock the next day, 
and saved us. 
“ The wind slackened next day b l 
although dead ahead we tacked until 
dark Friday and then anchored for the 
nignt nice miles from home. We ar­ 
rived at the hotel at noon Saturday. 
“The papers all said that it was the worts! 
storm rn eleven years. I tell you not 
three minutes a day pass without my 
•laytag or thinking fQod bless those an- 
ohois.’ ”
